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THE CENTRAL AGRICULTURAL LIBRARY, WARSAW 
SOME ASPECTS OF THE INFORMATION SERVICE

Although the Central Agricultural Library, as it is now known, 
did not officially come into being until the year 1956, we can 
nevertheless regard the actual origin of this library as dating from 
the first half of the 19th century when there were established the 
beginnings of the Pulawy Library, which now constitutes our main 
branch library. 

When organizing our Warsaw library we were mainly concerned 
with establishing a centre for the collection and documentation of 
scientific journals and periodicals, whereas in the Pulawy branch 
the material is for the most part of an historical nature. In spite of 
losses arising out of the war, this provincial library has managed to 
preserve most of its valuable collection and now contains the largest 
aggregate of volumes on agriculture and related sciences in Poland. 

Our experience - which seems to accord with that of other 
scientific libraries in various parts of the world - has shown that 
scientific workers are primarily interested in the up-to-the-minute 
articles and papers appearing in current journals. 

Owing to the ever-increasing tempo of scientific development, 
together with the growing number of articles in journals and 
periodicals dealing with highly specialised subjects, resarch workers 
now no longer depend exclusively on books, which present a com- 
plex synthesis of the given subject and, owing to the fact that they 
take some 3 or 4 years to complete, not infrequently contain con- 
cepts which by the time of publication may well have become 
outmoded. 

In the Central Agricultural Library we have at present about 
1,700 titles of journals and periodicals obtained by means of ex- 
change and subscription. 

In creating the periodicals section of our Library we were moti- 
vated by the need for providing an efficient information centre for 
our scientists, and we decided that this need would best be met by 
developing our documentation service. 

This subject came under review at an F.I.D. Conference held in 
Warsaw in the autumn of last year, and the observation was made

that, in the present state of scientific specialisation and in view of 
the big and ever-growing output of specialised literature, the scienti- 
fic worker who did not take advantage of the facilities afforded 
him by documentation could hope to become familiar with only 
a tiny fraction of the available world literature in his particular 
field. It was further observed that in different countries there are 
to be found different types of information service as well as diffe- 
rent methods of documenting scientific and technical material. These 
differences are dictated, in the main, by the varying forms of 
scientific organization and the different working conditions to be 
found in different parts of the world. And precisely because of 
these differences, it seems improbable that there will be in the near 
future a complete unification of the work of information services. 

The conditions prevailing in Poland, for example, are very diffe- 
rent from those in the Soviet Union or America, where we find 
climates ranging from arctic to sub-tropical and very different types 
of soil, giving rise, of course, to widely differing cultivated plants. 
There are also economical and organizational differences to be taken 
into consideration as well. If, furthermore, we bear in mind the 
problem of language, then we see clearly how important and diffi- 
cult is the task of selection for abstracting purposes. 

In our library we apply certain criteria when selecting articles 
and papers for documentation. These relate to the climatic, soil, and 
even economic, conditions of the various countries in which the 
work described is undertaken. We consider it important that these 
conditions should be similar, or as near similar as possible, to our 
own. 

This of course, does not mean that in our documentation work we 
do not include quite a number of articles which do not have any 
direct bearing on our conditions, as, for example, those dealing with 
research problems in tropical countries. In such articles the main 
interest for the reader may lie in the methods employed: we libra- 
rians realise very well that for the agricultural research worker the 
method used in a piece of research work in many cases constitutes the 
most essential part of the experiment. The particular method used 
may later be applied by the research worker in his own experimental 
work, thus saving much needless time, effort and expense. 

There are different methods of approach to the problems of libra- 
ry information services, but the goal is always the same, namely - to 
supply the reader with the specialised information he requires in the 
best form and in the shortest possible time. Bearing this in mind, we 
in Poland have endeavoured - as I mentioned earlier - to base our 
information service mainly on documentation. 

I do not propose to describe here in detail the relatively compli- 
cated organizational pattern of documentation in agriculture; I would 
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like merely to mention that our Central Library in Warsaw co- 
ordinates the documentation work of all the agricultural institutes in 
Poland. What happens is that our Library, being in possession of the 
current lists of periodicals subscribed to by the various agricultural 
institutes in Poland, assigns particular periodicals to the separate 
institutes, for abstracting by the scientific specialists who are best 
qualified to deal with the given subject. Publications of a more 
general character, as well as all the scientific journals coming to the 
Central Library through exchange, are dealt with by our own docu- 
mentation section. All the abstracts made in the various institutes 
are afterwards directed to our Library, where they are classified in 
accordance with the principles of decimal classification. The card 
index thus obtained is elaborated and classified by the appropriate 
specialists, 

In the Reference Department of the Central Agricultural Library 
there are, at the time of writing, more than 200,000 index cards 
containing abstracts, translated into Polish, of literature from world- 
wide sources. These can be consulted by our readers on the premises 
and also serve as a basis for the preparation of thematic symposia on 
strictly defined subjects. Such symposia, presenting as they do a con- 
cise survey of the specialist literature of many countries, are of 
immense value to scientific workers, 

Our library, moreover, will gladly supply, on request, a symposium 
of this kind, free of charge, to any institution, university faculty or 
scientific institute. In practically every case the journals from which 
the abstracts have been taken are on our shelves and may be borrow- 
ed by interested readers. This service is of special value to scientists 
working in the provinces who have no access to big libraries. 

Of course a library doing such work as ours must have on its staff 
persons with a training in agriculture and a knowledge of foreign 
languages, and these people must be continually reviewing the cur- 
rent literature, so as to keep abreast with the progress of science in 
different parts of the world. Such a worker, besides doing the work 
of abstracting, in many cases also acts as adviser to the readers. There 
are 8 workers thus qualified engaged in our Central Library. They 
work exclusively in the Documentation and Information Depart- 
ment. This department also has a translation section (on a small scale 
as yet), which supplies translations in Polish of particular articles in 
foreign journals to institutions, scientific institutes, or individual 
scientists, if specially requested to do so. 

The advantage of such a service is obvious. There are quite a num- 
ber of countries nowadays which have translation centres for trans- 
lating specialist literature, but in the majority of cases these are only 
loosely connected with libraries. Now, it seems to me that it would 
be more logical and time-saving if the translation centres were locat- 
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ed in the bigger scientific libraries, where all the necessary material is 
to hand. The translated material could afterwards be suitably edited 
and published in the form of bulletins for the benefit of a wider 
circle of library users. 

In cases where there is a translation centre in a library, the trans- 
lators could also be given spells of duty in the Reference Department 
to advise readers, if requested to do so, on points of language. In our 
library, at any rate, we attach great importance to this form of 
service and are anxious to develop this department to the limit of 
our possibilities. 

I have dealt here with only a few of the problems relating to 
library information services. Practically every scientific library in 
the world has developed its own forms of information service - those 
which are based on its own experience and are best suited to local 
conditions. 

In these matters there can be no question either of laying down 
hard and fast rules or of unifying methods, and I think that this is 
something we need in no way regret, for in this way libraries are 
free to develop original ideas and at the same time preserve their own 
individuality. It would be a mistake, in my view, to try to mould 
them all to one pattern. 

I have had the opportunity lately of visiting many libraries, both 
in Europe and in the United States of America, and my opinions are 
based on what I saw there. I believe that visits of librarians to the 
libraries of different countries, personal contacts with other libra- 
rians, and opportunities for discussing various problems and exchan- 
ging points of view are of the utmost benefit to all concerned and 
should be in every way encouraged. 

With the present growth of agricultural scientific libraries it might 
be worth while to work out new forms of co-operation on an inter- 
national scale. Up to now, co-operation has been limited almost 
exclusively to exchanging publications, and this is not enough. It is 
often the case that a personal conversation between librarians is 
worth more than stacks of correspondence. 

I would like to add here that, in our opinion, it is impossible to 
supply really up-to-date scientific information in a modern library 
where there is no well-organized international exchange of scientific 
publications, and therefore we in our library are making every effort 
to enlarge the scope of our exchange. We realise how important an 
efficient exchange scheme is for strengthening international scientific 
relations. That is one of the reasons why we are continually trying 
to exchange an ever greater number of publications. 

Another reason - no less important - is the impossibility of obtai- 
ning certain publications by way of subscription. These include, 
above all, such publications as ‘Bulletins’, ‘Circulars’, or ‘Trudy’, 
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published by scientific institutes, agricultural experimental stations 
and colleges abroad. 

Our basic material for exchange is the Polish agricultural annual, 
which contains papers on original research work in all branches of 
agricultural science. It is important, from the point of view of 
foreign exchange, that all the papers published in this journal are 
furnished with summaries both in English and Russian. Besides the 
Polish agricultural annual we send abroad all the publications issued 
by the Agricultural Department of the Academy of Sciences, as well 
as scientific publications of various agricultural institutes. 

Our library at present has a permanent exchange arrangement 
with about 450 scientific institutes and libraries in 48 different coun- 
tries of the world and receives annually about 700 journals and 
periodicals. We realise, of course, that the possibilities of further in- 
creasing this exchange are far from being exhausted, and we should 
like to take this opportunity to suggest to libraries, agricultural expe- 
rimental stations, and all who may be interested, that they should 
exchange publications with us. 








COMMUNICATIONS TO MEMBERS 


REPORTS OF THE MEETINGS OF I1.A.A.L.D. WORKING 
COMMITTEES AT HOHENHEIM, 28 APRIL 1960 


BIBLIOGRAPHY & DOCUMENTATION 
Bibliography Subcommittee 


The meeting was attended by only one member of the original 
committee on bibliography - Mr. Bonfanti of Brazil - and by Mr. 
Klaus Hansen of Bad Godesberg, and Mrs. Bjérkman of Sweden who 
acted as chairman in the absence of Mr. Blanchard. Dr. Lauche was 
absent owing to illness; Mr. Akenhead had retired and Dr. Frykholm 
was no longer a member of I.A.A.L.D. 

A report by Dr. Lauche on the activities of the Bibliographical 
Committee was read and the subcommittee then went on to discuss 
the future programme of work as adopted by the General Assembly 
the same day and which was to issue an annotated list of lists of 
agricultural periodicals, and, later, a union list of agricultural perio- 
dicals, finances permitting. 

It was found that Mr. Hansen had a large punched-card index of 

titles of German, Swiss (German), and Austrian periodicals in the 
fields of agriculture, food, forestry, horticulture, fisheries, and the 
adjacent fields of veterinary medicine, human medicine and techno- 
logy - about 2, 300 items in all with full titles, abbreviated titles, 
publishers, editor, format and periodicity. Prices had been given ini- 
tially but had been dropped as they could not be kept up-to-date 
for obvious reasons. In exchange for this index, which is also on lists, 
he receives regularly from various libraries titles of Russian agricul- 
tural periodicals and of Russian agricultural periodicals translated 
into German or English. This index has now about 300 titles. 

It was considered possible to use this material as a basis for collec- 
ting further material for a list of lists as a first task of the subcom- 
mittee, especially as Mr. Hansen declared himself willing to do this 
work. Mr. Bonfanti would be willing to co-operate on the South 
American periodicals, and Mrs. Bjérkman said that the Scandinavian 
members of I.A.A.L.D. would certainly co-operate on the Scandinavian 
material; Mr. Boalch would have useful material, and close co-ope- 
ration with other I.A.A.L.D. members would of course have to be 
counted on. 

A report on these preliminary discussions has been submitted to 
Mr. Blanchard.

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Documentation subcommittee 


Members: H. Lohmeyer (Germany), Chairman; H. Dammers 
(United Kingdom); F. Koekebakker (Netherlands); L. Mila (France); 
K. Ch. Graf Rothkirch-Trach (Germany); S. Véréténicoff (France). 
An extension of the Subcommittee was discussed; it was particularly 
desirable that representatives of the Scandinavian, South and Central 
American, Asian and African countries should offer their co-opera- 
tion. 

The Subcommittee regards as its first urgent task the preparation 
of as complete an index as possible of all documentation centres in 
agricultural science throughout the world. Entries should be detailed 
and should give, inter alia, particulars of size and scope, fields cover- 
ed, and possibilities of providing abstracts and other information 
material. Documentation centres in relevant industries should be in- 
cluded. Members of the Subcommittee undertook the ground-work 
for covering the German Federal Republic, France and the Nether- 
lands. The Subcommittee is to prepare a questionnaire, to be sent to 
individual members in the countries represented in I.A.A.L.D. In this 
connection it would seem best that one member should undertake the 
ground-work for each country. The Subcommittee would welcome 
proposals and suggestions, which should be sent to: Dr. H. Lohmeyer, 
(22c) Bad Godesberg, Heerstrasse 110, Germany. The completed lists 
for each country should be sent to: F. Koekebakker, Gen. Foulkes- 
weg 45, Wageningen, Netherlands, where the final editing will be 
done. The Subcommittee hopes in this way to provide a valuable 
reference work which should be of particular help in promoting 
international co-operation. 

The Subcommittee further resolved to make efforts towards rais- 
ing the professional status of agricultural documentalists throughout 
the world, and to keep the latest techniques under continuous exami- 
nation with a view to their suitability for rational documentation 
work in the service of agricultural science on a national and inter- 
national basis.

CLASSIFICATION 


Members and observers: D. Kervégant (France), who took the 
Chair in the absence of S. v. Frauendorfer; B. Bjorlykke (Norway); 
H. Gravenhorst (Argentina); H. Mundt (Germany); M. T. Ronchi 
(Italy); S. Véréténicoff (France); L. Willam-Engels (Belgium). The 
Committee made the following recommendations: 

1) The booklet on the fundamental principles of classification 
and on existing schemes, requested by the General Assembly, should 
be prepared as quickly as possible, It should be written at a scientific 
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and not a popular level. To ensure maximum usefulness it should be 
produced in English. A work by D. Kervégant, which is almost 
finished, could serve as a basis for it. 

2) In order to supply the necessary documentation to I.A.A.L.D. 
members wishing to set up or modify a system of classification, the 
Secretary of I.A.A.L.D. should be asked to make a collection of clas- 
sification schemes, both general and specialised, used by agricultural 
libraries and documentation centres. Copies of these schemes would 
be made available to members who asked for them. 

3) The revision of inadequate classes in U.D.C. tends to involve 
long delays, since the specialists responsible have insufficient time. 
These delays could be substantially reduced if, as Dr. Gravenhorst 
suggested, the specialists could be assisted by a qualified person (e.g. 
a retired official) who would receive ad hoc payment. The I.A.A.L.D. 
Executive Committee is therefore requested to make provision in the 
budget of I.A.A.L.D. for expenditure on this account.

EXCHANGE OF MATERIAL 


The recommendations of the Chairman of the Committee in his 
statement to the General Assembly, and the discussions which follow- 
ed this statement, were considered. 

The Committee was agreed that an individual basis for the ex- 
change of material among specialised libraries is most desirable, but 
endorsed the difficulties attached to the establishment and mainte- 
nance of these individual exchange agreements and resolved to draft 
a standard form for exchange purposes. Such a form would facilitate 
the procedure of individual exchange. 

Members of I.A.A.L.D. who use already such a form are request- 
ed to send a specimen copy to the chairman, Ir. D. J. Maltha, 
P.U.D.O.C., Wageningen, Netherlands. With the help of these mo- 
dels the Committee will draft a form to be made available in five 
languages - English, French, German, Russian and Spanish, It will 
contain two parts: one for the request for exchange and the other 
for the answer of the recipient of the form. 

The Committee also supported the recommendation to promote the 
exchange of bibliographical data, literature lists and literature reports 
by publishing the titles of this material in the Quarterly Bulletin of 
I.A.A.L.D. The Committee will stimulate members of I.A.A.L.D. to 
exchange these data via the Bulletin. It is also desirable that members 
use the Bulletin to announce lists of duplicates which are available 
gratis to other members. 

The Committee thought that the establishment of national or re- 
gional clearing houses for the exchange of agricultural publications 
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and other material was desirable, but a recommendations to this end 
was premature at the moment. They therefore concluded that this 
point should be discussed at the next (regional) 1.A.A.L.D. Working 
Conference.

PROFESSIONAL AND EDUCATIONAL PROBLEMS 


The Committee considered three projects delegated to it by the 
General Assembly, Hohenheim: 

1) Primer on agricultural librarianship and documentation. A 
draft outline of the possible contents, made at Hohenheim by Mrs. 
D. Parker and Mr. F. Hirst, will provide a basis for further elabora- 
tion. 

2) International exchange of agricultural librarians and docu- 
mentalists. The Committee asked their Chairman to get in touch 
with the President of I.A.A.L.D. with a view to approaching inter- 
national organisations which might sponsor such an exchange. 

3) JL.A.A.L.D. Scholarship. The Committee asked the Treasurer 
of I.A.A.L.D. to submit a proposal for offering such a scholarship 
out of I.A.A.L.D.’s financial resources.

QUARTERLY BULLETIN 


In the absence of the editor, chair was taken by F. C. Hirst. 

The following report from Dr. Lauche was read concerning the 
continuation of the bibliographical reports in the Quarterly bulletin 
[original in German]: 

‘1, Present position 
(a) Notification of a majority of titles is usually without annotation, 
owing to small number of reporters; (b) Searching of current abstract 
journals and bibliographies is usually done by a single reporter, 
unaided; (c) There is very little notification of new bibliographies 
sent direct to reporters; (d) The nature of newly announced biblio- 
graphies is ascertained by reporters, either through loans from foreign 
libraries or from visits to foreign libraries - e.g. Wageningen. This 
is normally undertaken by individuals voluntarily along with their 
normal professional duties. In the future suuch co-operation is no 
longer possible. 

2. Delay 
Documentation calls for speed. At present, on average, 6-8 months 
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elapes between the appearance of a paper and its announcement in the 
Quarterly bulletin, This is much too long. 

3. New method of Reporting 
It seems necessary to have 2 main groups of reporters: (a) the main 
agricultural libraries of individual countries; (b) CAB and other in- 
ternational, special documentation centres. If many titles are reported 
in duplicate on this account, it is immaterial. 

4. Notification should be made on standardised slips (cards) of 
international format (125 X 75 cm) 5” X 3” with full annotation. 
Overseas items should be sent on thin slips by air mail. 

5. A special request should be made to the USDA library for the 
Bibliography to include ‘reviews’ as well as ‘bibliographies’ (see 
Index 1959. p. 602), with full annotations and also in the original 
language, e.g. Italian.

In view of Dr. Lauche’s serious illness and present state of health, 
it is important that someone should be found who is able and willing 
to carry on this work on agriculture bibliography. 

The following general discussion ensued: 

M. Mila thought that (1) The first page (or cover p. ii) should carry 
all the official data - names of officers, etc. - where more people 
would be likely to read them. 

(2) Notices of periodicals which carry details of congresses could 
be used to improve the ‘Congresses’ section. 

(3) Lists of glossaries would be useful. [These are already includ- 
ed in the lists of Reference works]. 

(4) Abbreviations, - M. Mila undertook to inform Mr. Buttress, 
annually of new French abbreviations, from his own French list. 

M. Loosjes called for (1) more Spanish language material in the 
Quarterly bulletin - either complete articles or summaries of articles 
in other languages; (2) special issues on, for example, (a) public relat- 
ions - for submission to authorities - governing bodies, etc. with a 
view to improving the status of agricultural libraries and librarians; 
(b) the review of classification systems, which is to be produced by 
the Classification Committee; (c) special instructions on the use of 
libraries. 

It would also be useful to send to all librarians a short text des- 
cribing I.A.A.L.D. - its functions and usefulness. 

Discussion covered the question: What is a special issue? Is it a 
normal number devoted to a special theme, or a quite supplementary 
issue? On balance, the former was preferred, with the usual biblio- 
graphical section, but the short articles replaced by one long article 
on a special theme. 

It was proposed that a series of ‘Reprints’ should be issued of these 
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proposed special articles and, for example, a cumulation of Buttress’s 
and Lauche’s lists. Readers could be canvassed in the Bulletin about 
the desirability and appeal of such Reprints and if there was a 
demand this could be met. 

Prior to the meeting, which she was unable to attend, Dr. Ronchi 
agreed to contribute catalogue cards for new titles and changes of 
titles of periodicals to the editor of the Quarterly bulletin and notes 
of new abbreviations to Mr. Buttress, from F.A.O. sources. 
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TRANSLATIONS OF RUSSIAN PERIODICALS 


Further to the notes on this subject in previous issues of this Quar- 
terly Bulletin (4 (1959), 217 and 5 (1960), 80), the attention of mem- 
bers is drawn to a new publication of the U.S. National Science 
Foundation: List of Russian scientific journals available in English 
(Washington, 1960; pp. 12), and also to the fact that, as reported 
above (p. 148), Mr. Klaus Hansen (Bad Godesberg) maintains an 


index of Russian agricultural periodicals translated into German or 
English. 
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‘SSOIL AND WATER ABSTRACTS’ 


The Colorado State University Research Foundation in Fort Col- 
lins is carrying on a study phase program to effect the establishment 
of an international abstracting-indexing service covering soil and 
water resources and development. 

The Foundation is investigating subject fields and disciplines to be 
included, overlap of existing services, coverage of publications and 
sources by the proposed service, translation needs, sources of support 
and possible sponsorship, and the practicalities of organizational 
structure. The project also poses the establishment of a soil and water 
reference library and documentation center. The work is supported 
by the National Science Foundation. Principal investigator is Dr. H. 
M. Weisman. 

Motivation for this project arises from concern for enhancing the 
productivity of soils the world over affecting food supplies for 
expanding populations. Itself in a semi-arid region, Colorado State 
University emphasizes development of soil productivity in lands 
where water requirements are of major concern. In great number, 
engineers in development projects feel a need for more effective dis- 
semination of scientific in formation in these areas of endeavor. 

Biggest problem in the current project for an abstracting service is 
semantic. In the matter of the earth’s productivity, is there a world- 
wide community of interest, such that a common orientation may be 
expressed in terms of the subject organization of an abstract publica- 
tion? Such an organization of commonly-accepted terminology and 
relationships might be created by a successful publication. But a 
publication entering the world of communications today probably 
needs a good strong consensus of agreement on the usefulness of its 
content arrangement before it could be successful. Agricultural libra- 
rlans, documentalists, and the scientists these serve, are encouraged 
to communicate their reactions and suggestions to the principal in- 
vestigator.

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BOOK REVIEWS

In the first section of this work, European and Soviet non-Euro- 
pean libraries are serially numbered and listed in order of country 
from Albania to Yugoslavia. Within countries, they are listed alpha- 
betically under the name of the locality in which they occur e.g. in 
the United Kingdom from 1291 Aberdeen, The Macaulay Institute 
for Soil Research, to 1436 Yalding, Plant Protection Ltd. The other 
continents are dealt with similarly. 500 volumes was normally 
taken as the minimum stock qualifying for inclusion. 

The information on the (roughly) 2600 libraries listed was obtain- 
ed by questionnaire (30°/o of the 3000 copies sent out were returned) 
or from reference books, governments etc. The items of information 
vary from only the address in some cases, to entries of 100 words 
or more recording foundation date, volumes held, current periodi- 
cals, classification, staff and special collections. One would have 
liked the items ‘photostat, microfilm’ to have been included: how 
useful it would be to any information worker in these days when 
photographic reproductions of individual papers are increasingly 
needed, to know that if he wrote to that library in that country, he 
would probably get what he wanted at the first attempt! 

It does seem also that, if the words ‘foundation’ ‘volumes’, etc. 
which are always spelt in full, had been abbreviated ‘f’, ‘v’ etc., a 
significant saving of space and print could have been achieved, 
more especially if also the information had been run-on directly 
after the library name, instead of starting on a new line; it might 
then have been possible to eliminate one of the two main short- 
comings of the otherwise well conceived and useful second section, 
the subject index. This is in English, with cross-references from 
selected agricultural terms in French, German, Russian and Spanish. 

This index had to be limited to libraries specializing in not more 
than two subjects. For example, use of the index to find which 
libraries in the U.K. specialize in soil books leads to the single entry 
1291, the Macaulay Institute, which should certainly be here. But 
Rothamsted does not appear in the subject index under ‘soil science’, 
being disqualified presumably because, in addition to being one of 
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the world’s best soil libraries, it has fine collections also on e.g, 
general agronomy and on plant pathology (which again for the 
same reason is not indicated in the subject index.) Little harm has 
been done in this case, because Rothamsted is so well known, but 
one wonders to what extent the wealth of other libraries, not so 
universally known, is hidden by this unfortunate limitation. 

The second shortcoming is that there is insufficient justification 
for the presence of the last three words of the book’s title: ‘and 
Documentation Centres’. The subject index contains no heading, 
and apparently no sub-heading or mention of ‘documentation’. For 
example, anyone seeking a documentation centre for soils will not 
find it unless he already knows where to look. The centre in ques- 
tion, the Commonwealth Bureau of Soils, is hidden in the last three 
lines of the entry on Rothamsted, England, itself unapproachable 
through the subject index under soils. The analogous centre for 
plant-breeding information also occurs as a hidden appendix (to the 
School of Agriculture Library of the University of Cambridge, 
England, where it is indeed located, but which is again unapproach- 
able through the subject index.) The centre for animal-breeding in- 
formation, however, again a Commonwealth Bureau, in Edinburgh, 
Scotland, has here an independent existence: 1331. Whether docu- 
mentation centres exist in other countries than the United King- 
dom also does not appear. 

The last section, the geographical index, consists of the names of 
libraries and of their localities. 


This book, the publication of which was generously supported by 
the John Deere Foundation, and into which the editor has obvious- 
ly put an enormous amount of work is, although falling short in 
two important respects, a useful collection of basic intelligence in 
an important field, and a good framework for later supplementation.
